Rules for the management and control of the Industrial School 
established at Nilphamari for the children of the Karwal Nat 
Settlement at Saidpur. 


Management, contro! and supervision of the School. 


1. Subject to the supervision of the Commissioner of the Rajshahi 
Division and the District Magistrate, Rangpur, the internal manage- 
ment and control of the school shall be vested in the Salvation Army 
as represented by an officer called the Superintendent of the Indus- 
trial School, who shall be appointed by the Local Government on the 
recommendation of the Commissioner of the Salvation Army. 


2. (2) A register in form A of all children placed in the school 
shall be kept by the Superintendent and a duplicate of such register 
shall be maintained at Nilphamari police-station. 


(2) No child shall be registered as a member of the tribe unless he 
has been convicted or reasonably suspected of having committed a non- 
bailable offence or has wilfully ediianiect, failed to conform or 
has instigated others not to’conform to the rules of the school or the 
lawful orders of the Superintendent. 


(3) The Superintendent shall report to the District Magistrate, 
Rangpur, the case of any child who becomes liable to registration 
under this rule, and the Magistrate shall order him or her to be regis- 
tered, if, after considering the merits of the case, he deems registra- 
tion nec .

6. The working hours shall be during day time and shall not 
exceed— 
(a) for children above 16 years—8 hours, including 1 hour in 
school ; 


(b) for children above 12 and under 16—7 hours, including 2 
hours in school; 


(c) for children under 12—7 hours, including 3 hours in school ; 
and 4 an hour devoted to physical traiming : 


Provided that Sundays and afternoons of Saturdays shall be 
observed as holidays. 


7. A register shall be kept for recording marks. One mark may 
be given daily for good work and one mark daily for good conduct. A 
gratuity of from 1 to 2 annas according to the diseretion of the 
Superintendent may be allowed to each child securing from 10 to 13 
marks a week. These marks will be reckoned up at the end of the 
month and half of the gratuity allowed will be paid in cash and half 
banked in the name of the child in the Post Office Savings Bank. 


Children who have merited marks fot good work and conduct may 
receive a pass allowing them to go not more than 5 miles beyond the 
school boundary. 


8. The proceeds of the sale of woven goods and of agricultural 
produce shall be credited to the school funds and shall be used for the 
upkeep of the school as provided for in the yearly budget. 


9. At the discretion of the Superintendent, inmates of the school 
of 16 and 17 years of age may be permitted to take employment in 
appropriate forms of labour outside the school, when they will be given 
a pass in form B. Of the wages paid to them for their work the 
balance left after paying for food and clothes and other expenses shall 
be credited to their accounts in the local Post Office Savings Bank.

1. Grant of Compounder’s certificate without examination,— A 
certificate may be granted without further training to any person who— 


(a) is a duly qualified medical practitioner as defined in section 30, 


Bengal Medical Act, 1914, 
(b) holds a certificate, a license or diploma of medical qualifica- 


tion granted by any university,*corporation or institution, 
which is recognised by the General Medical Council of the 
United Kingdom or by the Bengal Council of Medical 
Registration, 
declaring such person to be fit to be entrusted with the duties of com. 
pounding, mixing, preparing and selling drugs in any shop or place 
registered in pursuance either of section 252 of the Bengal Municipal 
Act, 1884, or of section 413 of the Caleutta Municipal Act, 1923. 


2. Grant of certificates after examination, A certificate may,

From—H. C. STorK, Esq., 1.0.8., Registrar of the High Court of Judicature at 
Fort William in Bengal, Appellate Side, 


To—The District Judges in Bengal and Assam. 


I am directed to address you on the subject of gentlemen who were enrolled as Vakils 
of this High Court before the 1st July 1928, and who practise wholly or ordinarily in the 
mufassal courts, It appears that considerable doubt exists as to what their position is 
under the Indian Bar Councils Act, 1926, which came into force in Bengal on Ist July 
1928, 

2. Tam to say that all the courts subordinate to this High Court should act for the 
present on the footing that the Indian Bar Councils Act does not abrogate the rights 
aceruing to Vakils by virtue of section 4 of the Legal Practitioners Act, XVIII of 1879. 

3. Under the Indian Bar Councils Act, however, no legal practitioner has a right to 
practise in the High Court unless he gets himself enrolled as an Advocate of the High 
Court under that Act, Any Vakil, therefore, who desires to retain that right, or to claim 
any of the advantages given to Advocates under the Indian Bar Councils Act, or to wear 
any robes that may eventually be prescribed for Advocates, is bound to get himself 
enrolled as an Advocate under that Act. ‘To do this, he should, in the first instance, pay 
the sum of Rs, 10 required by the Act to the Chairman of the Bar Council of this High 
Court, who will fornish him with a receipt. This receipt he should submit to the 
Registrar, Appellate Side, High Court, with evidence of his identity, that is to say, by 
giving the year and date (when known) of his enrolment as a Vakil, his name in full, 
with degrees and titles, if any. He will then be enrolled as an Advocate under the Indian 
Bar Councils Act by the Registrar who will forward him a certificate to this effect.

Note referring to articles O and P, . aid 


A Registrar is empowered to remit, in whole or in part, the fees chargeable under 
articles O and Pin any case in which it appears to him that the realization of such fees 
would be clearly productive of injustice or hardship. 

*Kxemptions,—The following classes of documents are exempt from the payment “of” 
fees under all the articles enumerated above, 80 far as they may be applicable in each 
case and in the case of (7), of copying fees, in case of (8), of fees for search or inspection 
of indexes and register-book 1 under proper safeguards and in case of (10), of fees for 
search of indexes and inspection of register books :— 

(1) documents executed by, or on behalf of, or in favour of, Government on which, 
as such, no stamp duty is leviable under the law for the time being in force 
[vide section 3, proviso (1) of the Indian Stamp Act, 1899] ; :
